A Snipe's Nest. 


When a naturalist friend of mine asked 
me to join him in a cross-country tfamp 


the other day I confess that 1 did not at |

confer on the nature student, and to marvel | 


at the patient observation which, in days 
gone by, accomplished so much without 
them.

I did so, but could only see pools of |

On being invited to use the glasses I 
tried again, but, although everything was 
greatly magnified, nothing appeared to 
move. After a few minutes 1 was about 
to hand back the binoculars, when there 
was a slight movement in a grassy 
clump near one of the pools, and a snipe 
rose into the air with the familiar zic- 
gag flight. The glasses had been trarmed

IRELAND IN 
LONDON. 


THROUGH: THE EYES 
OF AN EXILE. 


From a CoRRESPONDENT. 


AY is here; ‘the Royal Academy 

Exhibition now ‘open to all the 

world at Burlington House and the 
London season has begun. On Sunday it 
looked as if summer was here also; for in 
the morning a golden sun warmed all it 
touched, and the wind blew softly from the 
south-west. Towards night, however, rain 
fell in cold torrents, send ng the holiday- 
makers who had been tempted forth earlier 
home, wet through, to grateful fires. 

For those who were not too venturesome 
the new Inner Circle Gardens at Regents 
Park made an intriguing unknown territory 
for exploration. They were until last summe 
the Botanical Gardens, until the Crown lease 
of the Botanical Society fell in. Rose-growers 
of Brifain have provided trees that make a 
giant wheel, with close-placed spokes, of 
all the gardens. If the season were more 
advanced, as it often is in early May, these 
would now be in almost full leaf and bud; 
but a mild spring, with drying east winds 
and little rain, has retarded growth. Still, 
it is possible to see in the rose garden as it 
is what it will be next month or in the 
beginning of July. Right in the centre of 
the Gentens is a im” lily-pond, covered with 
handsome leaves of dark green, and right 
out in the pond is a fairy island, connected 
with the mainland only by a romantic rustic 
bridge. On the island, shaded by willow 
trees and carpeted with moss, is a grotto 
and numberless little rocky promontor'es and 
hummocks, on which grow Alpine IER and 
those that love marshy ground. The whole 
scheme of the garden is, indeed, most 
charming. 


WHIPSNADE. 


The Country ‘‘Zoo”’ at Whipsnade was not at 
first easy of access. Motor coaches that passed 
near by were comparatively few. A journey 
by train and coach meant many changes. 
Now some of the coach-owners have hit on a 
happy idea. ‘They are running, on Sundays 
and Saturdays during the summer, a frequent 
service of non-stop coaches to the Hertford- 
shire ‘‘Zoo”’ and back. Zoologists have lately 
been much rejoiced by the birth there of 
several “ midget" cattle. ‘This little breed 
is said to be of European descent; but the 
““7oo'' parents were brought from the island of 
Celebes, which is south of the line which 
scientists use to mark the limit of the area 
distinguished by Asian fauna and flora, These 
tiny cattle are attractive little beasts, and 
now quite rare. It is true, of course, that in 
India and elsewhere in the tropics Western 
European sheep and poultry grow smaller, 
generation by generation, until they become 
extinct. 

Much to the regret of the members and of 
most of his very large circle of friends, Mr. 
Richard Ashe-King has resigned the Presi- 
dency of the Irish Literary Society here, 
He will be succeeded by Mr. Stephen Gwynn. 
Mrs. Ashe-King has lately found a new 
means of «xpressing herself. In her early 
vouth she modelled a little with clay and did 
some wood carving, but she did not take 
herself or her artistic gifts seriously. Then, 
some time ago a friend of hers wanted to 
furnish a tiny flat, and had little money to 
spend on it, Mrs. Ashe-King, with 
é seó Sa Yh courage, set to work to make 
some furniture out of old packing-cases. She 
first made various pieces. Then she painted 
them black and amused herself by decorating 
them with Egyptian figures, pyramids, 
scarabs and the Rie. As the-effect was much 
admired, she fell to sketching out of doors 
a little; then to drawing the heads of her 
friends, and, last of all, to amateur portrait- 
painting. At the age of about fifty-five or 
six, her first picture is hung this year at 
Burlington House. Her portrait of her 
husband is already to be seen in the National 
Gallery in Dublin. She found her great 
inspiration in the work of Rembrandt, and 
boasts that she has never come upon a 
puzzle of painting that could not be solved 
by reference to one of his pictures, 

After quite a long and a notably success- 
ful tenancy at the Lyceum Theatre, Ham- 
mersmith, Sir Nigel Playfair is giving that 
theatre up, and intends in future to devote 
himself entirely to acting. He says that he 
finds the dual réle of actor-manager-producer 
too much for him. It is twelve years ago now 
since he revived ‘‘ The Beggar’s Opera " at 
Hammersmith, with Lovat-Fraser’s scenery, 
his own production, Ranalow’s singing, and 
the pleasant old music of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. “Life is a jest, and all things show 
it. I thought so once, and now I know it,” 
wrote Gay, the maker of “ The Beggar's 
Opera,’’ for his own epitaph. In the crazy 
world of to-day he would be more sure than 
ever that he was right. Nearly all the 
theatrical successes of the last few years in 
London have depended for their popularity on 
their lavish production, their “' prettiness ”’ 
and their sensationalism. Those that were 
supposed to be serious succeeded only so far 
as they echoed what the audiences supposed 
themselves to be thinking. 


MAN OVERBOARD. 


At the Garrick Theatre, last autumn, what 


| had begun as au expressionist drama with a 


“ message,” not very original, was changed 
into a box office triumph by the lavish use 
of sensational posters. Early this week 
crowds gathered daily to watch two artists 
at work on the poster boards outside this 
playhouse. As a change from the ordinary 
printed poster, these two had been engaged 
to paint seascapes directly on to the boards, 
to call attention to the theme of a new play 
there: ““Man Overboard.’’ There was vivid 
interest shown by passers-by in their work 
and their methods, from the first light chalk- 
ing out of the design to the last stroke of 
their brushes. 

Beside Mr. Dermod O’Brien’s portrait of 
Dr. W. M. Crofton in the Royal Academy is 
one of Mr. Shane Leslie by Mr. R. G. Eves. 
The Irish writer is painted clad in a pur le 
dressing-gown, a satisfying “balance ' tor 
his dark eyes. Probably not many of the 
ordinary visitors to the exhibition will care 
much for Sir John Lavery’s picture of one of 
the Royal Drawimgrooms last year. Its scope 
is too wide for modern taste, and the eye is 
confused by the serried ranks of girls curtsey- 
ing in their white-trained gowns, but the 
treatment of the lights is clever and interest- 
ing. 

What an exciting week this would have 
been for the ancient alchemist!

exhibition of the Royal Hibernian 
Academy is favourable—far more 
favourable than first impressions have been 
for some time past, You search for the 
reason: it is not there, The painters who 
ought to be gy Peerage in force are not 
represented in force, and the hanging of 
many pictures that ought to be well hung 
js atrocious. In detail, this years Academy 
reflects all the vices and shortcomings of its 
predecessors. These vices and shortcomings 
are perfectly apparent as you walk round the 
galleries and look at the pictures. Yet a 
certain, not altogether familar, air of 
brightness seems to pervade the place, and | 
am inclined to think that it is due to a 
higher standard of work in general, Sixty 
per cent. of the show, as usual, is common- 
place, but even its commonplaceness Is a 
trifis more distinguished than the common- 
placeness of former exhibitions. 
Unfortunately, the show is less than ever 
representative of national art. If it were 
not for Mr, John Keating's pictures there 
would be hardly any specimens of the 
‘‘national’’ group—the only group that 
really matters in Ireland at present. 
Jack Yeats, the doyen of the school, 
long since wandered from his orig) 
tendencies, and prefers to enjoy himself in 
the new medium which he first revealed at 
last year's Academy, Everybody is familiar 
with those polychromatic pictures of his 
which seem to blend in a weird fantasy of 
vision, This year's lot is more definite and 
concrete, and, need I add, _ intelligible. 
Most people do not like them, Personally, I 
do, though 1 am sorry that Mr. Yeats has 
left the straight and narrow path at a time 
when his influence matters to Irish painting.

Mr. MacGonigal’s work is too significant for 
him to “let down’’ on it—if not for his 
own sake, for the Academy’s. He is 
represented by four oils, two oí 
which are portraits — one good and 
one, in my opinion, bad. But portrait- 
painting is not Mr. MacGonigal’s real job, 
and his strangely-hued “ Onaght Innismor, 
Aran ” (131)—a contribution of real note—is 
worth the rest of his exhibits together. Mr. 
Sean O’Sullivan’s eight exhibits are all 
portraits or portrait studies, four in oils 
and four drawings, of which by far the most 
interesting is a delightful study of a girl 
(16). Mr. O’Sullivan seems to have deserted 
the Western isles for good. It is rather a 
pity. 
In fact, however, Mr. John Keating’s 
pictures make this year’s Academy. If they 
were not there, it would be a thoroughly d's- 
appointing show. ‘There are eight of them, 
and, of the five oils, 
three, at least, are 
among the best things 
that this artist has 
done.

The really important things this year are:

He has chosen 
to represent the saint in process of lighting 
the paschal fire at Slane. St. Patrick stands 
on the hill-top with the fire at his feet: on 
one side are the ascetic figures of his monks, 
with pale, chilled faces, on the other soldiers 
of the High King, stalwart men, faintly con- 
temptuous of the whole proceeding, but

at Jeast by the majesty of the old man. Every- 
body will find something to dislike in this 
picture; for that is Mr. Keating's way. But 
everybody will accept it as a noble rendering. 
The saint never has been limned so strongly 
by paint or pen. 

Miss Margaret Clarke’s version, “St 
Patrick Climbs Croagh Patrick (163), is 
magnificent so far as the central figure is 
concerned, but otherwise, I think, disappoint- 
ing. If she had concentrated attention on the 
saint by painting him simply as climbing the 
mountain the effect would have heen far 
greater; but the visions of churches and 
crosses that stream upon him from the top 
corners of the picture seem obvious and easy 
by comparison with the rare strength of the 
old face. Both Mr. Keating and Miss 
Clarke have handled the saint nobly. They 
have seen him as a militant missionary—the 
only sort of person who could have 
Christianised a country as bellicose as 
ireland was in the fifth century. Such a 
person as they have painted is best described 
in a quotation from Mr. Austin Clarke's new 
book :— 

“His bearing was that of one whose curse 
could darken the skies, could affright the 
guilty with the words of the gospel. He was 
a drover of demons, a chastiser of unchastity, 
and his frown could put the fear of God into 
the sinful . . » The very presence of 
that saint darted an indescribable. holiness 
and spiritual power.” 

Very different is Mr. Leo Whelan’s view 
of the saint (137), and I do not like his 
‘sage at all. It represents ' The Baptism 
w St. Patrick of Ethna the Fair and 
Fedelmia the Ruddy, daughters of the Ard 
Ri Laoghaire.” It is very beautiful, in- 
offensive to the tenderest taste, ahd, in 
comparison with the other two, very life- 
less. The saint has become a respect- 
able and quiet friar, who might keen 
a community decent by his example, but 
certainly would not Christianise it by the fire 
of his teaching. I cannot understand why 
Mr. Whelan, who paints such excellent 
and penetrating rtraits—witness ‘‘ James 
Dwyer, Esq.”’ (182)—-has put everything on 
the surface in his. Haverty picture.

THE OATH OF ALJ.EGIANCE., 

LETTER FROM SIR HENRY DOBBS. 

TO THE KDITOR OF TUE TRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In the debate in Committee on the 
Oath Bill on the 3rd May President de Valera 
stated that the Canadians have the right to 
refuse to take the Oath of Allegiance. This 
is precisely. what they cannot do. Section 
128 of the British North America Act of 1867 
makes the Oath of Allegiance obligatory for 
*““every member of the Senate or House of 
Commons of Canada;’’ and Section 7 of the 
Statute of Westminster provides that 
“nothing in this Act shall be deemed to 
ply to the repeal, amendment or alteration 
the British North America Acts, 1867 to 
930.”” 
Therefore, Canada has no power to 
eliminate the obligatory Oath; and, under 
Article 2 of the Anglo-Irish Treaty, “ the 
relationship of the Crown and of the Imperial 
Parliament to the Dominion of Canada shall 
govern their relationship to the Irish Free 
State.’’—Yours, etc., H. Donna.

JUSTICE HANNA, 


Reserved judgment was delivered in the 


appeal in the case of Mr, R, G,. Davis, 


Inspector of Taxes, against the Superioréss 


of the Mater Miséricordim Hospital, Dublin, 
which had come before the court on a case 
stated by the Commissioners for the special 
purposes of the Income Tax Acts. 

[he Superioress of the Mater Misericordiz 
liospital appealed against an estimated assess- 
ment to income tax made upon ' The 
Superioress, Mater Private Nursing Homes, 
Eccles street, Dublin,’’ for the year 1923-24, 
in respect of the profits or gains arising from 
private nursing homes, contending that the 
hospital was a charitable institution, and 
accordingly was exempt from income tax; 
that there was only one institution; that there 
was no such institution as the Mater Private 
Nursing Homes, and that the hospital was not 
carried on on commercial lines, but on lines 
which rendered it impossible to make a profit. 

The Inspector of Taxes contended that, as 
distinct from the public hospital, which he 
admitted was a charitable institution, annual 
profits arose from a trade of carryng on 
private nursing homes, and tha, the 
Superioress was properly chargeable to income 
tax upon such annual profits. 

The Special Commissioners were of the 
opinion that the hospital was carried on as 
one undertaking; that the treatment of 
patients was incidental to the main purpose 
of the — and that no line of demarea- 


tion could be drawn for the purpose of 
separating the profitable from the non- 
part of the activities of the 


profitapis 
iospital. They arrived at the conclusion that 
the Superioress was not carrying on a trade, 
and that the assessment under appeal should 
be discharged. 

The question for the opinion of the court 
was whether the Special Commissioners were 
right in their conclusions. 


KEEPING OF ACCOUNTS. 


Mr. Justice Sullivan, in the course of his 
ndgment, said that the opinion of the Special 
‘ommissioners regarding the impossibility of 
pvering the profitable from the non-profitable 
art of the activities of the hospital must be 
aken to have been based on the particular 

method in which the hospital accounts werek 
In the absence of any evidence that the 
accounts could not be kept in such a way 
as to render such severance possible, the 
Special Corhmissioners were not. entitled to 
conclude that such severance was impossible, 
He thought that the conclusions of the 
Special Commissioners that such severance 
was impossible must have influenced, if it 
did not determine, them in forming the 
opinion that this hospital was carried, on as 
one undertaking, and that the treatment of 
private patients was incidental tb the main 
purpose; and, if so, the error which he had 
indicated pervaded and vitiated their entire 
opinion.

“Taken from a height of 700 feet, fhis was 
one of the most remarkable aerial photographs 
which ao far had come out of the Great War, and 
it definitely established in naval minds the enor- 
mous utility which seaplanes possessed for obtain- 
ing and bringing back heme accurate informa- 
tion.”” 


The next move was the important one of 
destroying the vessel, and, as a last resort, 
the somewhat antiquated type of war-cralt 
known as monitors—of which H.M.S5. 
Severn and H.M.S. Mersey were typical— 
was used to complete the task. These 
vessels were wonderfully successful owing 
to their shallow draught, and, after two 
thrilling bombardments, the celebrated 
Konigsberg was reduced to a wreck. 

It is difficult to do justice to the author's 


account of the attack, but it is reminiscent 
of a police attack on a house, inside of 
which are dangerous criminals, who can- 
not be seen, but pour deadly fire on the 
attackers. 

In “The Sea Raiders’’ and his 
numerous other sea stories, Mr. Chatterton 
proved ‘himself an expert in recounting 
naval history, but the Konigsberg ad- 
venture stands out as one of his best 
efforts—if only for the unusual nature of 
thé entire exploit. Mr. Chatterton has 
the gift of being able to re-enact naval 
history in such a way that the reader is 
hardly conscious of the fact that it is 
history—no detective fiction could be more 
gripping. From beginning to end the 
story holds the imagination ; yet historical 
facts and technical details are never over- 
looked.

HEN Mr. Burke writes about 


London, his City of Encounters, he 
writes of all that he knows best and that 
he loves most dearly. “ For me,” he 
says, ‘‘ London and its hundreds and hun- 
dreds of honeycombed grades of life has 
been as much distraction as any man can 
want.’’ The country makes no appeal to 
Mr. Burke; to him it is a place of noise 


and of many inconveniences; he is 
appalled by the night noises of the 
country. : 


Some of the chapters in this book will 
make a stronger appeal than others to a 
larger number of people.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

In the case of Mrs. Phyllis M. Searlight, 
Brighton Lodge, Monkstown, County Dublin, 
against Cornelius W. Walsh, Munster and 
Leinster Bank, Cork, Mrs. Marie C. Starkie, 
129 Anglesea road, Ballsbridge, and Mrs, 
Ethel Walsh, Ear!sfort terrace, Cork, 

Mr. Maurice Walker (instructed by Mr, M, 
Good) applied on behalf of the plaintiff for 
liberty to serve a subpena out of the 
jurisdiction on John Edward Fagan, 25 Alfréd 
street, Bow, London, Courisel explained that 
it was a probate suit by the plaintiff, who 
claims to be the sole next-of-kin of William 
Skelton-Stephens, late of ‘‘ Haverford,” @ 
Clyde road, Dublin, who died on the 10th. 
November, 1923. She asked to have probate

The Ten-Pound Look. 


The economic crisis throughout the 
world is manifesting itself in many ways. 
One of the most significant is the effect 
which it is having ou foreign travel. From 
all parts of Europe one hears the same 
story. The tourist agencies are in despair, 
and many of the most famous tourist 
resorts in the world are almost deserted. 
Formerly the Germans were great 
travellers; but now, although their 
currency is probably the most stable in 
Europe, they are feeling the pinch so 
acutely that the Government of the Reich 
has been forced to take action. If a 
German citizen .wishes to leave the 
country, he must prove that ‘ urgent 
reasons '' necessitate his journey. He 
must produce a medical certificate if he 
pleads ill-health as his excuse, and, unless 
he is going to attend a scientific congress 
in some foreign country, he is not allowed 
to carry more than ten pounds with him. 
Furthermore, steps are being taken by the 
Government to prevent the opening of 
credits in foreign] banks. Ten pounds 
nowadays will not take one very far in 
Europe. We pity the unhappy German, 
for instance,’ who leaves for Dublin with 
that sum in his pocket, particularly if he 
passes though London on his way hither. 
In effect, the limitation of a tourist's cash 
to ten pen, is @ veto on a foreign holi- 
day; and in these days of financial 
stringency there is much to be said for it.

National Economy. 


A feeling that the Government is not 
carrying out retrenchmen® in national 
economy as effectively as is necessary is 
givuwing among members of Parliament, 
and the question is to be raised in both 
Houses. In the House of Lords, a 
financial authority in Lord Hansdon will 
move that the present high scale of public 
expenditure, both national and _ local, 
makes impossible the revival of industry, 
and is a menace to the national position.

The Beer Tax. 


It is now certain that there will be no 
organised apposition to the inclusion of the 
increased duty on beer, when the Finance 
Bill comes to be discussed. It was 
admitted to-day by those who were in 
favour. of the opposition that the 
Chancellor's clear and direct statement 
that he could make no change has had a 
very pronounced effect. Mr. Chamberlain's 
frank admission that he realised the heavy 
burden of the tax upon the industry and 
upon the consumer, and also its adverse 
eifect on agriculture, was mach discussed 
te-day and generally accepted. The 
dropping of opposition had been received 
with great disappointment in the brewing 
industry, where it is contended that the 
tax will bring about a considerable increase 
of unemployment, and that the amount of 
beer consumed is likely to show a consider- 
able decrease. There has been an almost 
progressive decrease, in the number of 
barrels of beer brewed since 1926, when 
the number was ~-21,034,000 and the tax 
yielded £76,320,000, whilst last year the 
number of barrels brewed was 16,460,591 
and the tax yield had fallen to £59,269 299. 


School Admission Age. 


It is rumoured that a discussion is 
taking place in political circles concerning 
the possibility of raising the age for admis- 
sion of children to elementary schools from 
five to six years. If such a course could 
be adopted, it is estimated that a sum of 
about three millions per annum would be 
saved. In London elementary schools the 
majority of the infant classes is frequently 
regarded .as..day nurseries for young 
children, as the law says that such 
children may go to school at the age of 
three, and this permission is taken advan 
tage of by a great majority of working 
moti.ers who are glad to be able to place 
the children in safe surroundings. Con 
siderably over one hundred thousand 
children would be affected, if it were de- 
cided to carry out the idea, but in educa- 
tion circles it is thought most unlikely 
that any such scheme will be proposed. 


Sunaay Observance. 


After a long sitting of the Committee 
considering the Sunday Performances Bill 
only one amendment out of sixty had 
heen disposed of, and that related to the 
first two lines of the measure: so it is 
evident that the bill has no chance of 
passing through Parliament. It 1s probable 
that it will be dropped in favour of a 


opening of cinemas and incorporating the 
principle of local option. In view of the 
keen controversy aroused by the subject, 
if will be a matter of some difficulty for 
the Government to draft a measure meet- 
ing with general approval, and there is 
a difference of opinion whether the present 
position ought to be stabilised or merely 
continued for another year, when it 
expires in September. Controversy on the 
new bill will centre mainly on this point, 
but, if the present plan cannot be made 
permanent, it will be given a further 
period of twelve months, during which 
efforts will be made to arrive at a more 
lasting solution. 


The Bacon Market. 


A rise in the price of bacon of one 
penny and twopence a pound is recorded 
to-day, with the possibility of a further 
advance, unless the strike position in 
Denmark changes. It is reported that 
British bacon producers are doing their 
utmost to increase supplies, in order to 
avert any considerable increase in price; 
bat their long struggle against foreign 
competition renders their task difficult, 
though, with the aid of the Irish im- 
sní It is hoped that the sitnation will 

eased. There are still considerable 
stocks of foreign bacon in the country, 
and further supplies are coming in from 
countries other than Denmark, so that 
competition is still keen. The British 
producer, however, is now hoping for 
better times.

France has, 
therefore, before her an  wunenviable 
dilemma. Should President Doumer most 
unfortunately die, she will have to add a 
Presidential election to the throes of a 
general election, or, should he fortunately 
survive, the country will have, for all 
practical purposes, to do without a Presi- 
dent at the very moment when politically 
he may be most in demand; for at his 
summons alone can the formation of a 
Misatry be undertaken. The public spirit 
of the leading men of all parties may he 
trusted to avert, so far as is humanly 
possible, the worst consequences of this 
abominable crime.

ACCOMPLISHED.

sé HERE seems to be no reason for 
this Society to remain any longer 

in being” said Major-General Sir 
William Hickie, the President, at the 
meeting in the Gresham Hotel, Dublin, 
yesterday, of the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Old Horse Export, and on the 
proposition of Captain Finch, seconded 
by Mr. A. Mitchell, a motion declaring 
the Society dissolved was carried unani 
mourly. | 

General Hickié| had explained that the 
situation of the traffic in old and worn. 
out horses had greatly improved within 
the last year, and thanks for this happy 
state of affairs were due to the many men 
and women who came forward to offer 
their services to the Society and to the 
action of the authorities of the countries 
with which the- traffic was concerned, 

Two years ago, when the Society was 
established by the South County Dublin 
Branch of the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals, the condition of 
transport of the horses to the Continental 
ports was exceedingly bad, the manner of 
driving them to the abattoirs was exceed. 
ingly cruel, and the methods of slaughter 
in the abattoirs themselves intensely in- 
human. So great a change had occurred 
that, although as a counsel of perfection 
they would like to see the whole of the 
traffic of live horses for slaughter abroad 
abolished, the Society was glad to 
acknowledge that its work had met with 
even greater success than that for which 
it had hoped. 


All that could be done to lessen 
ithe sufferings of the condemned horses 
abroad and on the voyage had been done, 
and it remained now for the 8.¥.C.A. and 
individual workers to see that the treat- 
ment of the worn-out horses prior to em- 
barkation was as humane as it could be. 

One of the difficulties in criticising the 
actions of certain people abroad was that 
our own conduct was not above su: picion. 

A few weeks ago the Belgian Govern- 
ment imposed a small tariff of £2 on live 
horses imported from Ireland. This tanfi 
was too small to affect the legitimate 
trade in troopers, polo ponies and horses 
required for pleasure or businers, but it 
was large enough to affect the profits on 
sales of the animals the Society was try- 
ing to protect. The two large, well 
equipped abattoirs in Dublin could dea! 
with all the horses exported from the 
eountry, and he hoped, incidentally, that 
the cessation of the trade in live horses 
would lead to the preparation at home >! 
by-products, such as bone and meat meal, 
dog biscuits and blood manures, for all of 
which there is a demand far in excess of 
the quantity produced at home. 


TRIBUTE TO CAPTAIN 
FINCH, 


Sir William paid a tribute to the work 
and enthusiasm which Mrs. Whitton, the 
Secretary, and Mrs. Weston had given 
to the Society, and thanked the head 
quarters of the 8.P.C.A. in London and 
Edinburgh and the Dublin branches for 
their advice and assistance. Among al! 
the workers to whom their gratitude was 
due one name stood out in letters of 
gold.

¢oming here in the numbers in which 
they used to do for touring purposes, with 
the consequence that the tourist industry, 
inciuding the hotels and businesses of all 
kinds, are bound to suffer.’’

The imports of our complete re- 
quirements in road transport created a 
drain of wealth, which the country could 
not stand indefinitely, and if this had 
been allowed to continue the motor trade 
would suffer severely, because there 
would be no money to buy_cars.”’ 

Mr. O’Gorman considered that there 
might be a slight disorganisation for a 
short time, owing to the great depression 
in the industry over such a number of 
years, and the consequent closing down 
of so many factories; but that condi- 
tion of affairs would quickly right itself. 

In the future he expected that home 
competition would be very keen, and this 
would prevent any undue inflation in 
prices; also, the Irish Coach and Motor 
Body Builders’ Association had given a 
guarantee to the Government that there 
would be no increase on the present 
prices. 

‘It is my opinion,” he added, “ that 
when the trade gets into its stride the 
builders will be in a position to supply 
those manufactured articlés at prices even 
less than the outside competitors.” 

Mr. O’Gorman said that, if the Govern- 
ment had not taken steps now to pro- 
tect the industry, it would have been 
very difficult to do so later on. 

The manufacture of road transport 
could, with expansion, be easily the 
biggest industry in the country, and 
there were great possibilities’ in it.

RADIO LICENCES FOR THE BLIND. 


Mr. J. P. Neary, Secretary to the Irish 
Associaticn for the Blind, in the course of a 
letter states :—According to a statement in 
the Press Captain Ian Fraser, C.B.FE., 
M.P., is reported as having suggested that 
efforts shonid be made to secure free radio 
licerices for the blind soldiers, in the Free 
State.

Blind soldiers in the Saorstat, if registered 
under the local authorities’ scheme for the wel- 
faré of the blind, have the same right to a 
free wireless licence as a registered blind 
civilian, even though ' the minimum pension 
of a ‘blind soldier is £2 per week plus 10s. 
per week as guide’s allowance, while the 
maximum pension received by the majority 
of blind civilians in Saorstat Eireann is less 
than 10s. per week.

‘That. shoriage, Mr. Simms attributed to the 
fact that houses could not be built at a cost 
Which would make it possible to let them at 
profit-producing,. or even economic, rents, 
which those workers could pay. If that had 
not been so, private enterprise—the s la- 
tive builder—would have suppli the 
demand. 


THE CHEAPEST MARGIN. 

‘He pointed out that, although local authori- 
ties: were able to arrange for financing and 
launching Jarge. housing schemes and cutting 
down thé building ‘specification to the 


cheapest. margin of safety and finish, they 


were still le to reduce the cost of houses 
so that they could be let at economical rents, 
which the workers :¢uld pay without undue 
restraint on their weekly wages. 

In Great Britain, about two million houses 
had been built by local anthorities since the 
war; the majority of which consisted of self- 
contained, five-roomed houses, complete with 
essentials, They were let at an average rent, 
not economic, of 14s. per week. That rent 
was from. 4s, to 7s. per. week too much for 
the lower paid grades. Consequently virtually 
nothing had been done for those people, and 
generally only the fringe of the problem had 
been touche 


FALSE ECONOMY. 

Dealing with the Dublin problem and the 
efforts of the Corporation to deal with the 
need for approximately 20,000 houses for the 
working classes, Mr. Binn said that in the 
last ten yeara approximately 4,500 dwellings 
had been built, consisting of 2,575 five- 
roomed, 1,684 four-roomed and 315 three- 
roomed houses, and 126 flats. The renta of 
these ranged from I3s. to 17s. per week for 
four or five-roomed houses, and 5s, te 10s. 
per week for the remainder. Those’ rents 
were not strictly. economical, as financial as- 
sistance was rendered by the Government, 
and, sometimes, too; an annbal ‘deficit Had to 
be met by a contribution from the city rates. 
Only 11 per cent. of those houses were within 
the means of the lower-paid grades, but it 
was ‘hoped in the fotare to make good the 
deficiency, and more attention would be given 
to providing cottages and flats to let at 
rentals ranging from 5s. to 10s, per“ week. 

Some people advpcated that the Copora 
should cut what they called ‘“ trimmings,”’ 
in order to bring costs down to rock-bottom, 
Those ‘‘trimmings,” however, often meant 
such essentials as larders, baths and hot 
water circulating systems. The economy so 
effected was so small and the loss of such 
essentials meant so much to the housewife, 
that the economy really would be false. 


&S. FLAT SCHEME. 

It was hoped to provide at a rent of 5s..a 
week a flat consisting of hall, living-room. 
bedroom and .scullery, and provid with 
bath, coal. bunk and hot. water circulating 
system. Extra accommodation would be given 
in houses of higher rentals. . 

He dealt with the cost of building, and 
said that the tendency to try and “build 
down ” to the means of the prospective 
tenant ‘should be opposed by all who were 
sincerely ‘interested in housing reform, other- 
wise they wonld o be perpetuating the 
slums in pew materi LL 

He reviewed at length the slum.. condi- 
tions and. overcrowding. evil, and said, tha 
the thousands of pounds of public money 
voted every year to combat the ills wrraght 
on human beings by ‘those ' § were 
taken for granted, while the cause had been 
left to.carry on its evil work, and; reap a 
crue] harvest year after year. 


SLUM CLEARANCE. 

One of the controversies of the moment 
was how to. deal with the slum clearance 
problems. The-ahsence of a town plan pre- 
vented the allocation of the various areas or 
zones to their. proper use in relation to the 
whole town as á unit and the clearance and 
development of small isolated sites. With- 
out the town plan the “town beautifal”’ 
would never materialise. To attempt any 
kind of comprehensive slum clearance, even 
without the town plan, would mean the in- 
clusion of certain properties not necessarily 
insanitary. 

Another difficulty was that of alternative 
accommodation for the + ag tenants 
of the buildings to be demolished. 

There were those who maintained that 
the slum dweller must be re-housed in the 
suburbs, but that method did not make pro- 
vision for the worker, who must live near 
their place of employment. 

He thought that the adoption of the flat 
principle of re-housing would a 
method of dealing to some extent with the 
problem. 


“ TRIMMINGS.” 


Mr. P. J. Meghen, the Commissioner for 
Bray and Howth, said that, while the flat 
system was a good one, he would prefer to 
see a development of the ordinary three and 
four-roomed houses being pushed on at the 
present time. He thought that in the eountry 
towns the bath, hot water system and larders 
could pe cut out. When one thought of the 
places from which they were moving the 
Pan it was not unfair to put them in good 

ouses without those “trimmings.”” He 
theught that the local authorities were more 
nervous than they need have been’ in 
approaching the housing question. 

ir. M. Beckett, President, Royal Institute 
of Archifécts, suggested that for the provi- 
sion of alternative accommodation for dis- 
possessed people it should be possible to 
obtain a large area near the doeks, where 
most, of those people worked, and build a 
series of blocks, 


DERELICT LAND. 

The Lev. D. H. Hall, Glenageary, asked 
why the town Ea was being ‘delayed. He 
had certain offers of money for housing 
schemes, but could do nothing until the Cor- 
poration said: “You can go along with 
certain plans allied with us.” A town plan 
was one of the first things needed in dealing 
with the housing problem. 

Dealing with the acquisition of land for 
building, he said that, in his opinion, ers 
should be given by the Government for the 
oe of all d lying derelict for a 
period of ten years free.

IRISH ASSOCIATION’S 
TRUSTS. 


(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

The case of the Hon. Kathleen Lawless, of 
Lyons, County Kildare, and Gerald E. Grove 
White, Upper Ormond quay, Dublin. against 
the Attorney-General, Denis Albert Shannon, 
Dame street; W. B. McCabe, Kismet, Tas- 
mania, and Frederick W. Henry, Adelaide 
Park, Belfast, came before the Court for 
further consideration. The plaintiffs, in an 
equity. civil. bill, sought a declaration to 
enable them to carry the trusts of the Ivish 
Rifle Association, which was founded in 
1867, into effect. The club, it was stated, 
was formed with the object of encouraging 
the art and practice of rifle-shooting in Ire- 
land. The plaintiffs are executors of the 
late Lord Cloncurry, the last surviving 
trustee of the Association, and the de- 
fendants, other than the Attorney-General, 
claimed to be members of the Association. 

After hearing arguments, the Judge said 
that it did not appear to him that the Irish 
Army Athletic Association was in a position 


Queen’s Prize, or to foster a club association 
for the amusement of civilian members. 
whereas he thought that the Ulster Rifle 
Association was in a position to teach its 
members shooting for their own amusement.

FORCE OF “SPECIALS” 
FIGHT MOBS. 


From Rervter’s CorResPONDENT. 
CHRISTCHURCH (N.Z.), 
Friday. 

An ugly situation developed in the 
Cathedral Square here this afternoon as 
a result of the tramway strike. 

A number of strike sympathisers was 
boohing the volunteer tramway men, and 
a crowd of some three thousand quickly 
collected. There were threats of a mass 
attack on the police, who drew their 
batons and made six arrests. 

No trams are running tc-night, but no 
further disturbances are expected, and an 
effort is being made ky the Christchurch 
clergy to bring about a settlement. A 
conference will be held to-morrow, and 
will be preceded by a Service of interces- 
sion at the cathedral. 

Early this morning the first tram run 
was attacked by three hundred men armed 
with sticks and stones. They were driven 
off, however, by a force of 500 special 
constables, and twelve rioters wee 
arrested. 

Following the example of the Christ 
church workers, 180 miners of the Hikn- 

rangi Mountain mines have gone on strike 


as a protest against the dismissal of sixty 


men as an economy measure.

At a meeting of the directors of the 
World Federation of Education Associa- 
tions. which was held in London on Mon- 
day last, it was decided to hold the fi 
Biennial Conference of the Federation 
Dublin during the first week in August, 
1933. Mr. T. J. O’Connell, General 
Secretary of the Irish National Teachers’ 
Organisation, who is a member of the 
Board of Directors, was present at the 
London meeting, and conveyed to his 
fellow-members a cordial invitation from 
the I.N.T.O. to hold the next conference in 
Dublin: 

Previous conferences have been held in 
Ediuburgh, Toronto, Geneva and: Denver 
(Colorado). The I.N.T.O. is one of the 
constituent members of the Federation, 
and has been represented at all its previous 
conferences. 

The Federation was established at San 
Francisco in 1923, and held its first formal 
conference in Edinburgh in 1925. Its 
chief aim is the promotion of world peace 
through education. It seeks to inculcate 
the principles of international friendship 
through the medium of the school. Teach- 
ing organisations in over forty different 
countries are linked together in this 
Federation, and large numbers of dele- 
gates from all over the globe are expected 
to attend the Dublin Conference. 

The Executive of the I.N.T.O., with the 
co-operation of the English and Scottish 
members of the Board of Directors, will 
have charge of the arrangements in con- 
nection with the conference.

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HEAVY DECLINE IN GROSS EARNINGS. 

Uptimism for the near tuture Was tue bile 
note of the address by Mr. kK. W. Beatty, 
president of the Canadian Pacsfic Railway, 
at the annual meeting of shareholders. Tne 
company s whole equipmeut was being well 
maintained, and drastic economies im the past 
year had offset the largely decreased earn- 
wgs. ‘There was every widication that the 
grain movement from Western Canada would 
be very considerably larger this year than 
last, with a wheat crop of from 400 to & 
million bushels in anticipation. 

Mr. Beatty Urew the attention of share- 
holders to the Act of Farliament authorising 
the company to issue additional Consolidated 
Debenture Stock, declaring that this provided 
a means of financing, both conservative and 
flexible. He pointed out that 1931 was a 
year of phenomenal contraction of earning ou 
the railway system, and practically every sub- 
sidiary enterprise. The directors and officers 
had directed their efforts in a continuous 
attempt to effect economies that would in a 
measure offset the unprecedented fall in g.oss 
earnings. Capital expenditures were confined 
te cnag. of absolute necessity. In the process 
ot post-war readjustment certain uncon- 
trollable increases im the costs of labour and 
materials were imposed on railway companies. 

The extraordinary decline of $57,393,000 in 
tha gross earnings since 1929 was offset by a 
reduction in operating expenses by $49,931 000, 
with the result that the operating ratio had 
only increased from 79.43 per cent. in 1929 
to 81.96 per cent. in 1931, The company m 
1951 earned its fixed charges, Preference 
dividend, end a dividend of 63 cents on 
Ordinary Stock. Working assets at the close 
of the year were $53,880,000 and current 
liabilities $14.901 ,000. 

BALANCE SHEET ITEMS.
